Certain to Indorse Bryan. 

It looks as if William Jennings Bryan will 
have to take the indorsement of his presi- 
dential ambitions from the Illinois democracy 
whether he likes it or not. Judge Thomp-

The 
governor had two friends along and continued 
at full speed unscathed until he reached a 
force of rural guards at Hoyo Colorado, 
where, mounting a horse, he joined in the 
chase, which resulted in the fight mentioned 
above. The fight lasted about two hours.

DEAD ROT IN STREETS. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BUENOS, AYRES, Aug. 20.—A Santiago 
dispatch says that hundreds of refugees from 
Valparaiso are arriving. They say the water 
and gas supply has given out and that the 
city is practically deserted. Bodies of the 
decomposing dead fill the streets. 

Refugees now say that 12,000 people lost 
their lives. President-elect Montt has gone 
to the afflicted city. 

Appeals have been received from Iquique 
and Tacna for aid. 

All public buildings in Valparaiso are de- 
serted. The city hall, Victoria theater, ma- 
rine hospital, and prefect’s palace were de- 
stroyed. 

Ships are now leaving the harbor to secure 
food. 

The Lyceum building collapsed, killing 
the dean and his entire family. 

Strict martial law‘is being enforced, troops 
are being sent to Valparaiso from surround- 
ing points. All the buildings in the Almen- 
Gral quarter on Victoria street are gone. 
The Hotel Royal also was destroyed. 

The towns of Melliaquilla, Quillota, Santo 
Rio, Beroncogua, Casa Blanca, and San 
Felipe, all in the Andes region, are in ruins. 

The situation at Tacoma and Arica is re- 
ported to be serious. There is no water and 
the electric lighting machinery was destroyed 
by the earthquake. 


NUMBER OF DEAD GREAT. 

PARIS, Aug 20.—A dispatch to the Havas 
News agency from Valparaiso, undated, was 
received here today by way of Galveston,: 
The correspondent states 20,000 of the in- 
habitants of Valparaiso are without shelter; 
that the muster of dead cannot be accurately 
estimated, though it is great; that the villa 
del Plana has been completely destroyed,

TAKING UP RELIEF WORK. 

New York, Aug. 20.—The earthquakes. in 
Chile have ceased, the resultant fires have 
been extinguished, and people of the two 
cities, Valparaiso and Santiago, are taking 
organized steps to relieve suffering, care for 
the wounded, and bury the dead. “The period 
of succor has .entered. 

Dispatches received from Chile today tend 
to show that the first estimates of casualties 
and material damage had been greatly exag- 
gerated, and that the people of Valparaiso 
are becoming calmer. The fear of further 
shocks has been removed by a statement 
issued from the observatory, and today it be- 
came possible for the first time to organize 
relief work and begin a systematic search of 
the ruins for the dead. 


Conflicting Reports of Dead. 

It is still impossible to reach any correct 
estimate of the dead an@injured. The re- 
ports from Chile are most conflicting. A large 
section of the country, however, was visited 
by the catastrophe of last Thursday, and 
cabled estimates of the casualties refer in 
some instances to particular localities, no- 
tably Valparaiso, and in others evidently to 
the entire district which suffered from the 
shock. 

The number of dead in Valparaiso doubtless 
will run into the hundred§, and for the entire 
country probably into the thousands. The 
property damage is estimated at from $200,- 
000,000 to $300,000,000, 

Relief is being organized with system and 
the government has taken complete control 
of the situation. The foreign legatione are 
active in relief measures, as are private per- 
sons, and the greatest energy is being de- 
voted to getting in supplies for the destitute. 

Despite the fact that the stores of pro- 
visions here are intact, a nulnber of mer- 
chants have considerably increased the price 
of provisions. 


Every Building Damaged. 

The statement is made that every building 
in Valparaiso has been damaged, and the city 
has been described as “ uninhabitable.”’ 

The Almendral quarter and the principal 
streets are mere heaps of ruins. The people 
still throng the surrounding hills and the sea- 
shore, and many are leaving the locality as 
best they may. 

It is reported that at several points the 
coast has listed above its former level]. 

Santiago suffered much less than Valpa- 
raiso. The number of dead in Santiago is 
reported attwenty. A local relief committee 
has been organized, the street cars have re- 
sumed running, and the norma! aspect of the 
city is rapidly returning. Refugees from 
Valparaiso are coming in in greater number 
every hour. The railroads are not yet in 
operation. 

It is reported that six or eight towns in 
the stricken districts have been destroyed 
but details are still lacking. Vina del Mar, 
which is a suburb of Valparaiso, is described 
as almost entirely inruins. There are fifty 
dead and 150 wounded at Tacla. Many 
houses in the Amagada district collapsed. 
In addition to towns previously mentioned 
Melipilla, Salvador, and Santa Turnino sus- 
tained damage. 


COMPEL OPERATORS TO WORK. 


Galveston, Tex., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—The 
authorities at Valparaiso are determined that 
the world shall know some details of the 
cataclysm that has befallen that section of 
the world, for tonight they have impressed 
the operators into the service. A military 
guard standsover the cable dispatchers while 
they remain at the keys. 

Last night one operator who had not been 
seen since the first shock Thursday night 
was found, and under military escort was 
taken to the cable office, where he worked for 
an hour and then escaped. He was captured 
and given a few hours in which to leave the 
city. 

This shows the conditions in regard to the 
news service and explains to some extent 
why details are so siow. The cable office will 
remain open all night with four men at work 
reducing the thousands of messages piled up 
since Friday morning. 

These details are gathered by the cable 
operators here in brief “‘ talks’ with oper- 
ators et work in Valparaiso. 


Estimates of Dead Vary. 


Brief meesages today do not tend to re- 
duce the first estimate of lose of life and 
damage to property. On the other hand, the 
latest report says the loss of life at Valpa- 
raiso was greater in proportion than at San 
Francisco. A conservative estimate places 
the figures at over3,000 dead. The conserva- 
tive estimate gave it as 5,000 dead on Satur- 
day, and it is believed it will be near this 
number. 

In the prison alone there are over 250 dead 
and injured. In one church over sixty bodies 
have been counted. With every report the 
monetary losses are increased by thousands 
of dollars. The latest report gives $30,000,000 
at Valparaiso alone. This is said to be the 
minimum estimate. 

For the entire section devastated it is seid 
the losses will foot up $300,000,000, and there 
is no way of ever calculating the actual loss 
in dollars and cents. 


Whole Chilean Coast Torn. 

The earthquakes tore the coast of Chile 
almost its entire length. Curepto, about 125 
miles south of Valparaiso, with 3,000 inhab- 
itants, is mentioned as having suffered great- 
ly, with heavy loss of life, but no figures are 
given. 

Molina, 155 miles below Valparaiso, with 
over 4,000 population, also is mentionedas be- 


ing partly destroyed, and many people home- 
less.

ROOSEVELT SENDS SYMPATHY. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—The concern 
with which President Roosevelt received 
the news of the earthquake is evidenced by 
two telegrams which he sent to the president 
of Chile, one dated yesterday and the other 
today. They were given out at the state de- 
partment today. 

The first telegram follows: 

“In the name of the people of the United 
States I offer tribute of sorrow and sympathy 
to their afflicted brethren of Chile by reason 
of the awful disaster that has befallen Val- 
paraiso.” 

The one sent today said: 

“Let me repeat my expression of intense 
sympathy and express the shocked horror this 
people feels at the appalling disaster that 
has befallen your great nation.

Juan Fernandez Reported to 
, Have Been Wiped Out by 
Violent Shocks. 


WAS HOME OF SELKIRK. 


Scene of De Foe’s Classic Romance 
Written Two Centuries 
Ago. 


New York, Aug 20.—-[Special.]-A report 
reached this city today from Valparaiso that 
the earthquake of Aug. 16 destroyed the his- 
toric island of Juan Fernandez, better known 


_as “ Robinson Crusce’s island.” 


Juan Fernandez is, or was, 400 miles off the 
Chilean coast. The island belonged to Chile. 
But once Alexander Selkirk, a Scotch sea- 
man was ite sole inhabitant. 


How De Foe Moved It. 

It was Alexander Selkirk’s story that 
formed the basis of De Foe's immortal ro- 
mance, “ Robinson Crusoe,” 

De Foe, as everybody knows, picked up the 
island of Juan Fernandez, carried it across 
the Andes, and plunked it down into the 
Caribbean sea, off the coast of Guinea. But 
Selkirk Mvea on the island just where it was 
when last Thursday's earthquake found it 


Selkirk Really Lived There. 

It was in 1704 that Alexander Selkirk, the 
Scotch seaman, was cast away here and re- 
mained four years before he was picked up 
by a British ship and taken back to his own 
country. Many are the experiences which 
the island has undergone since then. In the 
early part of this century it was used fora 
time asa convict settlement, and in the walls 
of the cliff are to be found hundreds of dun- 
geons hewn by the prisoners themselves in 
the heart of the rock. But the distance from 
the mainland, as well as the difficulty of 
keeping the garrison provisioned and re- 
crulted, led to several outbreaks of the pris- 
oners, in which they massacred the warden 
and troops. The Chilean government de- 
cided to abandon Juan Fernandez as a con- 
vict settlement. 


Swiss Hermit with Money. 

It was not until 1873 that the island was 
again inhabited. Then it was leased for a 
term of years by a Swiss patrician named 
Baron von Rodt. He had served in the 
Austrian cavalry and received wounds that 
disabled him for army life. Converting his 
fortune into money he left Europe and went 
to Valparaiso. Having a hermit’s disposi- 
tion, he established himself on the remote 
island of Juan Fernandez. Finding the lob- 
ster and other kinds of fisheries could be 
made profitable, he leased the island from ihe 
Chilean government and conducted this in- 
dustry, as well as fruit raising, ona large and 
profitable scale. The war with Peru at 
length occurred, and his business was broken 
up. 

Von Rodt returned to Europe, but found 
himself so little adapted for civilized life 


} after his island experience, and so homesick 


for his ocean home, that he set sail again for 
Juan Fernandez, this time taking with him 
a bride to share his lot. There on the green 
tropical shore, the most imposing of the dozen 
villas was his home for many years. 


2 ITALIANS KILLED IN WRECK; 
SURVIVORS GO FOR ENGINEER. 


Workmen Meet Death on the Michi- 
gan Central While Eating Dinner— 
Uninjured Try to Mob the Cause. 


Charlotte, Mich., Aug. 20.—Two Italian 


i laborers are dead, two may die, and twenty- 


five more are lying injured in the Charlotte 
house, as a result of an accident on the Mich- 
igan Central railroad, two miles east of here, 
this afternoon. 

As soon asthe uninjured Italians realized 
that their fellows had been, killed and injured 
they rushed for the engineer, who ran his 
engine up the track and escaped. 

A work train crew was relaying tracks. 
The engine of the train in some unexplained 
manner was backed into the train while fifty 
laborers were eating dinner. A majority of 
the men were sitting on several flat cars, 
which were wrecked and thrown ‘off the 
track. 

One of the laborers was instantly killed. 
Another was so badly hurt that he lived 
only a short time. 

A relief train sent from here brought the 
dead and injured hither, where the latter 
were given medical attention. 

The injuries of the fifteen men range from 
broken legs and-cut heads to smashed fingers. 


C. W. SPALDING SUES AGAIN. 


Seeks to Recover $270,000 for Bonds 
‘Sold to Idaho Politician by Former 
Officials of State of Illinois. 


Boise, Idaho, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Charles 
W. Spalding of _Chicago today filed suit 
against James Brady, chairman of the 
republican state committee, and others, to 
recover $250,000, with interest. 

The complaint recites the failure of the 
Globe Savings bank of Chicago, of which 
Spaiding was president, and asserts Spald- 
ing, after his conviction and imprisonment, 
turned over to state officials as security to 
the University of LDllinois stocks and bonds 
of the Idaho Canal company and Pocatello 
Power and Irrigation company, in Idaho, to 
the value of $270,000; that Brady caused 
receivers to be appointed for these two com- 
panies; and that Brady, through misrepre- 
sentation, fraud, and collusion with the IIli- 
nois state officials, bought the stocks and 
bonds held by them for $20,000. 

Spalding charges that the Illinois officials 
were only trustees, and that they acted 
fraudulently in selling the stocks to Brady, 
and asks the court to set aside all the trans- 
fers and foreclosure proceedings as illegal 
and void, and that, if the court should find 
he is not entitled to said cancellations, he 
be given judgment against J. H. Brady for 
$270,000. 

Brady claims that through foreclosure pro- 
ceedings the two companies passed to the 
Idaho Canal and Improvement company, or- 
ganized by Brady. 


PACKERS CONFER ON LABELS. 


Discuss Matter with Officials of Agri- 
cultural Department and Discover 
Changes Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—Representa- 
tives of the packing interests, principally of 
Chicago, conferred today with Acting Sec- 
retary Hays of the department of agricul- 
ture; Dr. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry, and Dr. Melvin, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, about labels for their prod- 
ucts. The manufacturers desire to: make 
their labels fill the requirements of both the 
pure food and meat inspection laws. 

It was discovered today at the conference 
that the labels heretofore in use by the pack- 
ers would have to be changed materially. 

It wag the opinion of the packers that they 
would be able to prepare their labels by Oct. 
1 so that they would conform to both the 
meat inspection and the pure food laws, thus 
avoiding the difficulty of getting out two sets 
of labels.

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SUITS AGAINST THREE NST THREE COMPANIES 
AT INDIANAPOLIS, 


Attorney Representing Prosecutor for 
City and State Railway Commis- 
sion Charges in Complaint That 
Concerns Violate Law in Discrimi- 
nating in Delivery of Packages— 
Added Fees Charged When Parcels 
Are Sent Outside Zone Limits, 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 20.—[{Special.]— 
Charging that they daily violate the laws of 
the state governing their corporate existence 


by refusing to deliver freight within the: 


corporate limits of Indianapolis without pay- 
ment an added fee, Merrill Moores, acting 
for Charlies R. Benedict, prosecuting attor- 
ney, and the railroad commission of the state 
of Indiana, has filed suits to oust the three 
express companies from doing business in 
Indianapolis—the Adams Express company, 
the United States Express company, andthe 
American Express company. 

Mr. Moores also filed suit against the same 
companies to mandate them to observe the 
Indiana statute which requires express com- 
panies to deliver freight to consignees in all 
towns of the state having a population of 
2,500, and to test the validity of the law ex- 
acting penalty for failure to observe this 
law has filed six suits for $500. This pen- 
alty, if recovered, goes to the school fund. 


Discrimination Is Alleged. 


The Adams Express company, it is alleged, 
makes no effort whatever to comply with 
the law requiring express companies to de- 
liver freight within the corporate limits of 
towns of 2,500 population except within its 
self-made delivery Hmits. The refusal of the 
companies to comply with this lew, it ts 
charged, is an act of diecrimination. 

William H. Howe of this city, plaintiff 
in one of the suits, charges that F. O. Howe 
of North Manchester, Ind., consigned an 
express package to him, which was addressed 
to his residence. Instead of delivering this 
package, he avers, the American Express 
company turned it over to a city parcel de- 
livery company, which refused to turn over 
the package to him unless he paid an ad- 
ditional fee of 10 cents. This charge, &* is 
averred, was not made in like instance to 
persons living within one mile of the center 
of the city on delivery of goods consigned 
to them. 


Claim Act Is Inoperative. 


The crusade against express companies is 
a direct result of the appearance of William 
H. Howe, one of the complainants, before the 
Indiana railroad commission a few days ago. 
Mr. Howe recited at length the method of 
collecting extra fees for delivery by the ex- 
press companies. 

The express companies claim the law com- 
pelling delivery of consignments in towns of 
2,500 population in Indiana is inoperatfve by 
reason of a Supreme court decision. The 
railroad commission has direct jurisdiction 
over the operations of all common carriers, 
including the express compantes, and by ad- 
mitting the charges‘made by Howe they 
opened up the way for proceedings for man- 
date and to compel payment of the $500 pen- 
alty for violation of the law,

TEXAS DEPUTY; LOCKED UP. . 


Whit M. Adams, from Waco, Runs Into 
Trouble When His Order Is Not Car- 
ried Out. 


Adams, a deputy sheriff from 
Waco, Tex., attempted to introduce some 
Texas ‘‘gun" tactics In Chicago late last 
night, and: was locked up. 

Adams entered a saloon at Hubbard court 
and Wabash avenue at 11:30.

Detective Quinlan, who heard the shots, 
put a stop to the proceeding and accempanied 
Adams to Harrison street station, where he 
exhibited papers showing he was a sure 
enough Texas deputy.

Hostilities at once ceased. Profuse apolo- 
gies wefe made to Bumstead and he was as- 
sured that he had been taken for a high- 
wayman bent upon robbery or murder.

Seized on St. Louis Street While on 
Way Home from Dance, Handker- 
chiefs Thrust Into Their Mouths, 
and They Are Carried Bodily Into 
Dark Grove, Where They Are Beat- 
en and Their Clothes Torn—Nine

“ They picked me up easily, for I was weak 
and could not defend myself, and carried me 
towards the entrance to Horn’s grove, just 
across the street. As we got a little closer to 
the light I recognized the man who first 
seized me as Duffy, with whom I had been 
dancing most of the evening. The others 
were men I had seen In the hall. 

‘*T tried to call Hazel and once gucceeded 
making a sound. Then they stuffed the 
handkerchief tighter into my mouth. 

‘**T saw the man who had taken hold of 
Haze! also had been joined by other menand 
they were bringing her toward the grove, one 
man holding his hand over her mouth. It 
was so dark when they get us inside the 
woods I could hardly see the men who were 
carrying me, and lost sight of Hazel entirely. 


Struck and Clothes Torn. 


“Then they carried me to a place that 
seemed.to be far away from. the street and 
tore. my clothes and struck me. Water they 
carried mé back and left me, half a mile, it 
seemed to me, from where they had first 
taken me. Then they went away. I heard 
some one call for me weakly. Sitting on 
the ground with her clothes torn I found 
Hazel.

We told 
him what had happened and described the 
men the best we could,

MYSTERY IN DEATH OF OCTOGE-

Marks of Hypodermic Syringe Upon 
Arms, Cab Rides with Strangers, 
and Other Facts Lead Coroner to 
Think She Was Killed-—Disappears 
on July 11, After Receiving Large 
Portion of Estate of Chicago Man— 
Visited Several Hospitals. 


Philadelphia, Pa,, Aug. 20.—[{Special.j|— 
Marks of a hypodermic syringe upon the 
arms of Miss Harriet Blinn, a prosperous 
octogenarian, whose disappearance on July 
11 was a mystery until today, may lead to 
the arrest of two persons, according to Act- 
ing Coroner Sellers. Cab rides with strang- 
ers, secret interviews with persons whom 
her relatives never had seen before, and the 
pecullar reticence of the aged woman just 
prior to her disappearance have given added 
mystery to the case, but the coroner’s detec- 
tives are rapidly clearing the maze. 

They discovered that the body of Miss 
Blinn lay in an undertaker’s for nearly a 
month before it was taken in charge by one 
of her relatives and sent to Great Barrington 
for burial. 


Heir to Chicago Man. ..« 

They: have learned that within a few weeks 
of her death, the woman was to receivé a big 
portion of the money left by the late Alonzo 
Hamlin, a business man of Chicago, who, in 
dying, made her one of his heirs. 

A woman is known to have taken Migs 
Blinn from the house where she wae staying 
with relatives and placed her in the Camden 
hospital. Later the octogenerian was dis- 
charged and then admitted to St. Mary’s 
hospital in this city. She was taken to a 
local hospital in a closed carriage, and the 
police will not say who accompanied her. It 
has been learned, however, that the»wwoman’s 
arm was covered with marks from a hypo- 
dermic syringe and {t is believed that the in- 
jections may have accentuated the disease of 
the heart from which she was suffering. 


‘Nephew Her Legatee. 


Detectives also have learned that when 
Miss Blinn disappeared she had just made 
her will, making a Camden minister her 
executor and her nephew her principal lega- 
tee. Five days after her disappearance, this 
will was offered for probate. 

A cousin and another Telative announced 
their intention of fighting the will in court. 
They say they will make sengational dis- 
closures when the case comes to trial.

United States Express Agent at Des 
Moines Starts Unique Package “ Dead- 
head” to President Roosevelt.

BISHOP PROHIBITS FUNERAL. 


Services of Late City Official Stopped in 
Their Midst by the Rt. Rev. Mc- 
Closkey of Louisville. 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 20.—For some reason 
not yet explained Bishop McCloskey today re- 
fused to permit funeral services over the late 
Spalding Coleman, a member of the board of 
public works, who dropped dead in the city 
hall last Saturday morning.

All the attempts at negotiations have ended in 
failure. I made a clean cut proposition, but 
Voliva and his adherents refused to consider it. 
Then I offered to consider a proposition from them, 
but it was twice stated that they had none to 
offer. Hence negotiations are closed and there 
is nothing more at this time to say.

Just what Dowie’s “ clean cut proposition ”’ 
was neither the principals in the controversy 
nor John C. Hately, who has acted as inter- 
mediary in the affair, would say.

Hopes of an 
amicable settlement of the leaders’ difficulties 
were aroused on Sunday when Voliva asked 
his audience at the afternoon meeting to 
pray for Dowie, but by the majority of the 
Zionites the statement issued by the deposed 
leader is accepted as final. 


Terms of Proposed Truce. 


Officers of the church were authority 
for the statement that an agreement prac- 
tically had been made, and the report was 
confirmed by Attorney 8. O. Levinson for 
the Voliva faction. Dowle was to be head of 
the church and Voliva was to manage the 
business affairs of the city. Both sides were 
anxious to end the receivership. 

It was thought the agreement, if finally 
adopted, will put an end to the candidacy 
of Alfred Bille for the leadership of the city, 
and would preclude the necessity of the elec- 
tion which is scheduled to be held next 
month,
